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CLIFF PLUNGES INTO THE SEA 
AT NIGHT AND 15 CARAVANS ARE 
LEFT STRANDED ON THE EDGE 


THOUSANDS of 
tons of rocks crashed 
into the sea below 
Porthkerry Leisure 
Park on the Vale 
coast, leaving 15 car¬ 
avans perched pre¬ 
cariously on the cliff 
edge. 

The Barry coastguard 
team visited the scene and 
confirmed that no-one had 
been injured or was in 
danger. It is believed one 
caravan was occupied and 
a woman was helped from 
the scene. 

It was reported that 10 
feet of the cliff had fallen 
away. 

The rock fall took place 
on Monday evening, 
October 31, at 10pm. No 
one was injured, but when 
daylight broke the next 
morning, caravan owners 
woke to find the coastline 
had taken a significant

Step closer to them. 

As the leisure park cor¬ 
doned off the caravans, 
the Vale Council launched 
an investigation into what 
had happened. 

People waking up at 
the Knap, which has 
views of the cliffs, were 
astonished by what they 
saw. 

Resident Mr Phil 
Dawson said: “My wife 
and I woke up and we 
have a view of the chffs 
from our flat. 

“We immediately 
realised something was 
different. A substantial 
rock fall had shaved off an 
approximately 250-metre 
length of cliff below 
Porthkerry Leisure Park 
and the Ocean Lounge, 
bringing the caravans pre¬ 
cariously close to the new 
cliff edge.” 


Miles Punter, the head 
of visible services for the 
Vale Council, said: “Any 
significant rock fall or 
incident of coastal erosion 
is clearly a matter of con¬ 
cern and we are currently 
investigating this particu¬ 
lar incident. 

“I would however point 
out that w hi le the council 
has a role in monitoring 
the coastline in its area, 
the responsibility for pro¬ 
tecting private land and 
property along the coast¬ 
line hes with the relevant 


land or property owners. 

“The council has 
adopted a ‘shoreline man¬ 
agement plan’ for this sec¬ 
tion of the coast, which 
suggests that any repairs 
to cliffs or the introduc¬ 
tion of any built sea 
defences would be inap¬ 
propriate, recommending 
instead, ‘no active inter¬ 
vention’. “ 

Mr Punter said once the 
council had carried out its 
investigation it would be 
advising the owners of the 
site and ensuring the safe¬ 
ty of people who use the 
beach below.

Both Dai Smith and Gareth 
Williams describe in detail how 
rugby union was seized upon 
by working class industrial 
communities, especially in 
south Wales, as a means of 
expressing their emerging 
national identity, which charac¬ 
terised the political and social 
history of Wales in the period 


between 1850 and 1914. 

It is no coincidence that 
rugby also became the national 
sport of New Zealand as it 
struggled to emerge from its 
colonial beginnings to full 
nationhood and explains the 
special relationship between 
these two small countries. 

Miraculously as it may seem, 
Mr Short, rugby is not just 
another silly game. It helps to 
define our identity as a sepa¬ 
rate nation.

Club promises 
its ragged 
Welsh flag will 
be replaced 


THE Welsh flag 
which hangs outside 
the Rhoose Social 
Club is ^‘an insult to 
the nation” - a club 
member told The 
GEM. 

It flies from a pole 
that juts out from the 
social club’s building, 
but is in a ragged state. 

Mr Stephen Hobbs, a 
Rhoose resident for 40 
years, and a member of 
the club for 28 years, 
told The GEM: “It is dis- 
repectful. I have men¬ 
tioned it to the commit¬ 
tee on numerous occa¬ 
sions and hoped to 
shame them into doing 
something. 

“I think it is a disgust¬ 
ing sight and an insult to 
the Welsh nation. 

“The very least the 
committee could do is 
remove the terrible sight, 
or even better, replace it. 

“It is frustrating see¬ 
ing it there. If a member 
dies, the flag is flown at

NEWS FROM THE BARRY MEN’S EORUM 


When Roman legions were 
garrisoned in south Wales 


THE forum was 
addressed by Mr 
Joe Lewis, an 
expert from the 
Roman Museum at 
Caerleon. 

He gave a detailed 
account of the way 
Roman soldiers lived 
and went about their 
sometimes lethal busi¬ 
ness during the reign of 
such emperors as 
Hadrian. 

Joe informed mem¬ 
bers that getting a garri¬ 
son established in the 
Caerleon area was no 
easy task and the ‘visi¬ 
tors’ were often given a 


hard time by Celtic lead¬ 
ers such as Caracticus. 

A first attempt to con¬ 
quer Britain was made 
by Julius Caesar, then 
Caligula, and finally, 
Claudius, who was far 
more successful with 
40,000 troops. 

The move from the 
south-east of the country 
to the west took about 35 
years. 

After putting the inva¬ 
sion in a historical con¬ 
text, our speaker then 
went on to detail the 
organisation of the 
Roman Army through¬ 
out the empire and, more 
specifically, what physi¬

have been like. 

The army was basi¬ 
cally divided into three 
groupings. 

At the bottom were 
the normally non- 
Roman auxiliaries. 
Young men between 18 
and 20 years who joined 
the ranks with the long 
term aim of proving 
themselves and becom¬ 
ing Roman citizens. 

Archers normally 
came from the eastern 
half of the empire where 
their skills were origi¬ 
nally developed. 

The cavalry also com¬ 
prised auxiliaries, but 
these were augmented 
by aristocratic Roman 
citizens. 

The middle ranks 
comprised three grades. 
The standard bearer, the 
octane and the centuri¬ 
on, the rank best known 
to lay people in the west. 

All were important, 
but not only did the stan¬ 
dard bearer lead troops 
into battle by brandish¬ 
ing the standard (still 
represented to this day at 
the Trooping of the 
Colour ceremony on 
Horse Guards’ Parade), 
but surprisingly was an 
administrator responsi¬ 
ble for providing food 
and wages. 

Devotees of historical 
films in the cinema are 
familiar with this officer 


as he wore the famous 
bearskin over his helmet 
giving him a suitably 
fierce appearance. 

Incidentally, we were 
informed that the centu¬ 
rion was responsible for 
80 soldiers, not a 100. 

Joe Lewis then 
showed forum members 
a re-construction of the 
Caerleon Barracks. In 
reality, this would have 
been something of a fair 
sized town under the 
authority of a legatee. 

The amphitheatre 
alone would have seated 
6,000 people and, while 
used for the normal 
gladiatorial purposes, 
provided useful space 
for training troops and 
addressing the crowds. 

It is thought that 
Hadrian addressed the 
populace on his way to 
visit the wall named 
after him in the North of 
Britain. 

At the next meeting on 
November 3, Ray 
Williams will be speak¬ 
ing on the Peking to 
Paris vintage car rally.

Recorder John

It 
is time you mended your 
ways.” 

He said he had robbed 
two very young women 
who had been out social¬ 
ising and who had had 
the misfortune to cross 
his path.

“They were absolutely 
terrified by their ordeal 
and Ms Jones is afraid to 
go out alone.” said the 
prosecutor. 

The defendant was 
later arrested in North 
Comelly. 

“He told officers he 
was drunk, had taken 50 
Valium tablets and had 
gone on ‘a mission to 
rob’.” 

He added that he had 
become angry because of 
something one of the 
women told him. 

The court was also 
told that the defendant 
said “My head has gone, 
I have nothing to live for 
and I need to go to 
prison”. 

He was said to have 
convictions for 46 
offences including 
assault and shoplifting 
and was in breach of a 
conditional discharge for 
theft.

Evans: “I think we 
could have a great time.” 

Bold: “I wish we 
could have some young 
to play with.” 

Evans: “That could be 
an option.” 


Bold: “How?” 

Evans: “My mate has 
some pervy mates who 
could oblige, but only 
once they know you’re 
genuine.” 

John Hipkin, prose¬ 
cuting, told the jury the 
prosecution did not have 
to show that any chil¬ 
dren had actually been 
molested, only that the 
discussions amounted to 
encouragement. 
However, it was true that 
Evans did have a friend 
in Caerphilly. 

The indecent images 
were found on Evans’ 
computer, along with a 
log of the chatroom dis¬ 
cussions he had had with 
other men, after police 
raided his home. 

Evans’ barrister, 
Patrick Griffiths, said 
the discussions repre¬ 
sented the expressions of 
fantasies and that there 
had not been any real 
intention to sexually 
assault children. 

Evans, Bold and two 
other men will be sen¬ 
tenced after probation 
officers have prepared 
reports into their back¬ 
grounds.

and enhance their land, 
they followed way- 
marked paths around 
the remaining gateway 
to the old castle and 
emerged at Pant y 
Slade, where the path 
through the wood led 
uphill. Purther along, 
they stopped for morn¬ 
ing break, utilising a 
handy bank for seating, 
just short of Pool Parm. 

Reaching St Brides 
Major, the group fol¬ 
lowed the road for a 
short distance before 
crossing open fields to 
emerge on the road that 
led them downhill past 
the nature reserve estab¬ 
lished in 1971 at Coed y 
Bwl. 

The wood is made up 
of oak, ash and elder 
and during the spring is 
covered in small wild 
Welsh daffodils, private¬ 
ly owned, but managed 
by the Wildlife Trust of 
south and west Wales. 

Taking the narrow 
track uphill just across 
from the clapper bridge, 
the group made their 
way across Old Castle 
Down, common land 
that is criss-crossed 
with pathways and they 
stopped many times to 
enjoy the considerable 
views from the top. 

At Ogmore Down, 
they crossed part of the 
golf course before join¬ 
ing the road and head¬ 
ing downhill to the 
ruined Ogmore Castle. 

Situated at a major 
fording site near where 
the Ogmore and 
Ewenny rivers meet, the 
castle lies on flat land in 
a valley and was built in 
1116 by the Norman 
lord, William de 
Londres. 


Pinding a sheltered 
spot among the ruined 
walls, the group stopped 
and enjoyed their lunch 
in warm sunshine.

Gwyn John’s 
article in The GEM on 
October 20, although I 
agree with his com¬ 
ments that fly tipping 
and litter being 
dropped around the 
streets of the Vale are 
major problems, I fail 
to take on board all 
his complaints. 

Litter is a major prob¬ 
lem around our housing 
estates and streets. Who 
is to blame and where 
does the fault lie? It lies 
firmly in the hands of 
the Vale Council and 
their archaic attitude 
towards refuse and recy¬ 
cling. 

The public are provid¬ 
ed with stupid plastic 
boxes without lids to 
recycle plastic, card¬ 
board, cans and paper; 
unfortunately, the Vale 
tends to experience regu¬ 
lar high winds, so the 


contents of these boxes 
tends to end up littering 
the streets. 

Household refuse is 
disposed of in black 
plastic bags, not the 
strongest of materials. 
These get ripped open 
by seagulls, cats and 
dogs. The council has 
stated, to counteract this, 
‘don’t put your bags out 
till 7am on collection 
day’. 

This is fine, but 
unfortunately, they are 
not collected sometimes 
until noon. 

Now the biggest cul¬ 
prit in leaving litter on 
our streets are the people 
who are employed to 
collect it. If they split a 
bag while throwing it to 
t he back of the wagon 
from the kerbside some 
three metres away, the 
spillage is just left or 
kicked to the side of the 
road by them. The same 
occurs with recycling - 


they drop it, they leave 
it. I have complained on 
a number of occasions to 
the refuse collection 
department and was told 
that if a collector drops 
refuse then they are sup¬ 
posed to pick it up, not a 
chance of that happen¬ 
ing. Every week on col¬ 
lection day, my wife 
picks up half a bin liner 
of refuse left by the col¬ 
lectors on our street 
alone. 

So come on, Coun 
John, get your own 
house in order before 
you start to criticise oth¬ 
ers. It is time the Vale 
council stopped wasting 
money on petty things 
and brought the Vale out 
of the dark ages and into 
the 21st century - pro¬ 
vide wheelie bins like 
most other councils 
throughout the country 
do.

Wildlife pond offers a 
rare refuge at Wenvoe 


THE Vale Council has created a 
new wildlife pond at Wenvoe 
playing fields. 

Funded by the Environment Agency, 
it will provide an important haven for a 
variety of plants and animals. 
Excavated soil will be planted with 
wildflowers, which will attract insects 
such as butterflies, bees and ants. Bog 
plants, reeds and semi-aquatic foliage 
will also be added and bushes grown 
along the back edge. 

Over time, it is hoped that the pond 
will attract mammals and amphibians, 
such as the rare and protected great 
crested newt, the council says. 

As well as supporting biodiversity, 
the pond will provide schools and visi¬ 
tors with a new resource to learn about 
nature, explained the council’s ecolo¬ 
gist, Liz Stewart. 


“The addition of a new pond at 
Wenvoe will create a completely differ¬ 
ent kind of habitat for local flora and 
fauna. There is currently no pond in 
the village at all so it will be really 
exciting to see which new species 
colonise there. 

“Come the spring, local school- 
children and residents should find the 
pond already starting to come alive. ” 

Phil Beaman, Vale operational man¬ 
ager parks and grounds maintenance. 
Vale of Glamorgan Council, added: 
“Weather allowing, work should finish 
on the new pond in the next few days. 
Projects like this are really important, 
especially when biodiversity is declin¬ 
ing at such a fast rate. 

“This pond will help many of our 
much-loved birds, plants, animals and 
insects to flourish. ”

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Tintin movie makes for a truly 
wonderful viewing experience 


S TEVEN 

SPIELBERG 
has achieved a 
reputation as direc¬ 
tor par excellence, 
turning his hand to 
a multitude of gen¬ 
res, with little drop 
in quality, and 
managing to deliv¬ 
er both critical 
kudos and com¬ 
mercial box office. 

Peter Jackson’s 
achievements with The 
Lord of the Rings trilo¬ 
gy have marked him out 
as a director who has 
the ability to mesh nar¬ 
rative with spectacle, 
similarly managing to 
appeal to both the pop¬ 
corn and highbrow 
crowd - put them 
together and what do 
you get? 

Well, aside from a 


trophy haul that would 
put Barcelona to shame 
and the seeming ability 
to bathe in cash, the 
answer would be Tintin, 
the pair teaming up to 
bring Merge’s character 
to life via the motion 
capture technique, with 
Spielberg directing the 
first of a perceived trilo¬ 
gy of films. 

The Adventures of 
Tintin sees the titular 
character (Jamie Bell) 
investigate a mysterious 
model ship and the 
clues it holds to a long- 
lost treasure; and along 
the way he’ll come 
across Captain Haddock 
(Andy Serkis), detec¬ 
tives Thompson and 
Thomson (Simon Pegg 
and Nick Frost) and the 
mysterious Ivanovich 
Sakharine (Daniel 
Craig)... 

The first film to 
attempt full scale 


motion capture was 
2004’s Polar Express, a 
noble effort but one that 
was hamstrung by the 
fact that the characters 
looked dead behind the 
eyes, hence the suspen¬ 
sion of disbelief when 
watching the film. 

However, it is not a 
stretch to say that in 50 
years’ time, people will 
look back on the film as 
being as groundbreak¬ 
ing as The Jazz Singer 
was in 1927, with 
motion capture replac¬ 
ing sound as the reason 
for its importance; espe¬ 
cially when, a mere 
seven years later, you 
are served with some¬ 
thing as visually sump¬ 
tuous as The Adventures 
of Tintin. 

However, this isn’t a 
film that is just visually 
superb, there is also a 
compelling narrative, 
strong characterisation 
and a degree of specta¬ 
cle and style that marks 
it out as a truly great 
adventure film for the 
family - in short, exact¬ 
ly what you would 
expect from a Steven 
Spielberg film. 

Given that the direc¬ 
tor has been away from 
the chair for three years 
(though, in fairness, the 
man has hardly sat idle 
in that time) ... Tintin is 
the perfect way to ease 
himself back in, the 
film carrying the famil¬ 
iar beats of his films 
with the addition of the 
limitless scope of the 
motion capture tech¬ 
nique, one that 


Spielberg embraces 
wholly and to great suc¬ 
cess. 

Bringing Herge’s 
character to vivid life, 
the film is shot through 
with a glorious sense of 
zeal and abandon, cer¬ 
tainly taking a leaf from 
Indiana Jones in terms 
of his globetrotting 
adventures of lost treas¬ 
ures, but conjuring up 
fresh and inventive set- 
pieces. 

One in particular, 
which shows several 
characters pursuing a 
clue to the riddle lead¬ 
ing to the treasure, is 
dripping with ambition 
and shot in one take, 
something that in live 
action would be impos¬ 
sible to do, but 
Spielberg’s imagination 
allows him to push the 
method and get the 
most out of it. 

The motion capture 
also means that... Tintin 
avoids the pitfalls of 
most adaptations of 
beloved properties - that 
of the actor playing a 
character actually look¬ 
ing like the character; 
so Jamie Bell slips 
effortlessly into the title 
role, capturing the der- 
ring-do and heroic 
nature of the young 
reporter, driving the 
story along as we learn 
more and more about 
the mysteries Tintin 
investigates. 

But if Bell is ren¬ 
dered slightly bland as 
the hero, due to necessi¬ 
ty of character more 
than anything, then the 


performances around 
him help to liven up 
proceedings no end. 

Having delivered 
what is arguably the 
finest motion-capture 
performance yet in Rise 
of The Planet Of The 
Apes, Andy Serkis is 
once again on top-form 
as the lovably rogueish 
Captain Haddock, the 
booze-soaked sailor 
brought to life with 
wonderful energy by the 
actor who must now be 
perhaps the authority on 
motion capture turns; 
such is his ability, he 
could bring authority to 
a motion-captured 
pumpkin! 

Similarly, Simon 
Pegg and Nick Frost 
bring a strong comedic 
sensibility to Thompson 
and Thomson, the film 
making the most of 
their comedic abilities, 
particularly in their pur¬ 
suit of a pickpocket, 
while Daniel Craig 
offers a decent turn as 
the villainous 
Sakharine. 

The only negative is 
that, while the film is 
wholly engaging and 
watchable, it feels a 
touch-overlong and ever 
so slightly repetitive, 
though this can be for¬ 
given given the amount 
of excitement it gener¬ 
ates. 

If, as expected, ... 
Tintin makes enough 
money, then the next 
outing will be directed 
by Peter Jackson; and 
though the director has 
some impressive chops.

Pioneer makes return visit 


to Penarth Aviation Society 


AS an apprentice at 
the world-famous 
Gloster Aircraft 
company, John 
Evans witnessed the 
birth of the jet age 
when in 1941, the 
first jet aeroplane, 
the Gloster Whittle 
(invented by Frank 
Whittle) was built 
there and tested in 
flight. 

The historic event was 
just the start. Soon the 
company was leading 
the world in building 
record-breaking jets and 
by 1944, RAF squadrons 
were flying Gloster 
Meteors, Britain’s first 
fighter jets against the 
Luftwaffe. 

Mr Evans has spoken 
to members of Penarth 
Aviation Society about 
the early years of the 
Gloster Aircraft compa¬ 
ny starting with the 
biplanes. 

Now he will be giving 
the second part of his 
talk to members at their 
next meeting on Friday 
(November 4) about how 
the Gloucestershire com¬ 
pany led the world into 
the jet age, when the 
Meteor won three world 
speed records and was 
the first to break the 


sound barrier at 614mph; 
and when the Javelin, on 
which Mr Evans worked 
as a technical apprentice, 
went into production. 

He has photographs, 
some now 50 years old, 
to illustrate the talk, 
including one of the 
Zurakowski cartwheel.

THE AMERICANS ARE COMING! PLANS UNDER 
WAY FOR LIVING HISTORY EVENT NEXT JUNE 



A major living history 
event in Barry next 
year will pay tribute 
to the American 
troops who arrived in 
the Vale to prepare 
for D-Day during the 
Second World War. 

The Barry at War 
Heritage Group has 
joined forces with St 
Gyres School in Penarth 
and Barry Tourist 
Railway, along with a 
number of other interest¬ 
ed parties, to plan a 
unique event for June 
2012. 

Next summer sees the 
70th anniversary of the 
arrival of the first 
American troops in the 
Vale during Word War 
Two. 

They were stationed 
in places such as St 
Donat’s Castle, Wenvoe, 
Penarth and on several 
sites in Barry. 

Now the Barry at War 
Group of local historians 
intends to commemorate 
this event by dedicating 
a memorial to these men 
in a civic ceremony in 
Barry on Friday, June 15 
2012. 

The American 
Embassy in London has 
been contacted and the 
First Minister for Wales 
has been invited to 


attend, along with vari¬ 
ous representatives of 
the Welsh Government, 
and the event has the 
support of the two local 
Assembly Members, 

Jane Hutt and Vaughan 
Gething. 

This will be followed 
by a weekend of activi¬ 
ties sited around the 
Barry Heritage Railway. 

Local historian and 
headteacher Dr Jonathan 
Hicks said: “We will 
also be staging a living 
history event at the 
Barry Heritage Railway 
sites on the weekend of 
June 16 and 17, 2012, 
which will see scores of 
Allied military re-enac- 
tors setting up an 
authentic World War 
Two American camp and 
staging displays. 

“Barry Island Station 
will be transformed into 
a 1940s station, com¬ 
plete with wartime 
police and the Home 
Guard, to portray the 
Barry Home Front. 

“A wartime housewife 
will teach people how to 
‘make do and mend’, a 
skill so essential during 
wartime. 

“Other educational 
living history displays 
will be housed at the sta¬ 
tion, along with an exhi¬ 
bition on the area during 


the Second World War. 

“Barry Tourist 
Railway will be provid¬ 
ing steam train rides 
from the Waterfront Halt 
to Barry Island. 

“Barry Docks was a 
major supply port in the 
build up to D-Day. 

There will be 1940s- 
style live entertainment 
and a live radio broad¬ 
cast. 

“The children from 
ten local primary 
schools in Barry and 
Penarth are to play the 
roles of wartime evac¬ 
uees. 

“Dressed in 40s cos¬ 
tumes, they will board a 
steam train from Barry 
Waterfront and be ‘evac¬ 
uated’ to Barry Island 
Station where they will 
be given refreshments 
and view the various 
events due to take place 
on Barry Island Station 
before being transported 
back to their parents.” 

Ade Pitman of the 
Barry at War Group 
said: “We felt as a group 
that it was time to recall 
the service of these 
brave men and women 
who came across the 
Atlantic to help us in our 
fight against Nazi 
Germany. 

“Many of them did 
not survive the war to 


return to the country of 
their birth. They had a 
huge impact on the peo¬ 
ple of the area and its 
economy. 

“The Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
events team is fully sup¬ 
portive of this project 
and I hope that it can 
extend across the Vale 
so that the week of the 
event can have a 40s 
theme which can be sup¬ 
ported by local business 
and retailers. 

“To put on a major 
event like this requires 
funding and we would 
ask local shops, busi¬ 
nesses and companies 
who wish to support us 
in any way to contact us 
to receive a copy of our 
information pack. 

“The event is sure to 
attract thousands of visi¬ 
tors, and sponsors will

Penarth Computer Club news 

Backing up, for safety (part 1) 


IN spite of all the time-sav¬ 
ing tips you have troubled 
to learn, things tend to go 
wrong when you have no 
time to sort them out - it is 
one of the laws of nature, I 
suppose. 

The most irritating thing is to 
lose a file that you know has been 
made, but now seems not to be 
there any more. If it has simply 
been mislaid, well, you can learn 
how to adjust your filing system to 
make it easier to find. If you have 
lost it entirely, you have to move 
on without it or re-create it. 

If it was an important file, or 
was very large or even a whole 
group of files, then it can be quite 
serious. What if it was ALL your 
files? Any loss is annoying; a big 
loss can be a disaster. What is real¬ 
ly upsetting is that such an event is 
avoidable by backing up. 

Of course, if your files are 
unimportant and you don’t care if 
they are lost, then you can ignore 
backing up. The decision is for 
you to make according to your 


needs. Generally, the value of 
being able to be sure of keeping 
your files safe outweighs the effort 
involved in doing it. 

Kevin talked through possible 
needs and processes of back-ups 
and explored options available for 
home users. 

The first thing to be clear about 
is that for anything to be backed 
up, it must exist in two or more 
places. A picture downloaded 
from a camera is not backed up if 
the one in the camera is deleted 
unless another copy is available in 
another location. 

The back-up copy has to be 
readable so that it can be used to 
replace a lost original. For that, it 
is necessary to be able to rely on 
the storage medium and the soft¬ 
ware. If you change your software 
are there any back-ups that need to 
be updated so that your new soft¬ 
ware can read them? 

CDs and DVDs should be pro¬ 
tected from light and from physi¬ 
cal damage and the content 
checked from time to time to make 
sure that they are still readable. It 


is no good finding they won’t 
work after you have lost the origi¬ 
nal files. 

External hard drive storage is 
getting cheaper all the time. It is 
common now for back-ups to be 
made to two external hard drives. 

Consider the risks to your pre¬ 
cious files. Even a hard disk drive 
will fail eventually; hence a sec¬ 
ond one is useful. CDs and DVDs 
can get warped or lost. Laptops 
get dropped, users accidentally 
delete files and computers get 
viruses. Computers get stolen and 
houses burn down. How far do 
you go? Again, it is entirely your 
choice. Don’t panic. More next 
time.

Police hail drop in crime figures 
across Bridgend and the Vale 


THE latest Home 
Office crime figures 
show the streets of 
Bridgend and the 
Vale are staying 
safe, with a four per 
cent drop in crime 
across the region. 

Crime figures for the 
12-month period up to 
June 30, 2011, released 
by the Home Office 
recently, reveal that 
crime overall in the 
Central Division area has 
fallen compared to the 
year before. 

A police spokes¬ 
woman explained: “This 
is equivalent to 682 
fewer victims of crime - 
or 13 less crimes every 
week. 

“There have been 
notable reductions in key 


areas such as violent 
crime and vehicle crime, 
while drug trafficking 
has increased as direct 
result of a number of pro¬ 
active operations across 
the division to target 
dealers.” 

The biggest drop was 
in the number of stolen 
vehicles, which fell by 24 
per cent (97 fewer vic¬ 
tims). The number of 
thefts from vehicles 
reduced by 15 per cent 
(185 fewer victims). 

The number of homes 
burgled has significantly 
dropped by 16 per cent, 
resulting in 116 fewer 
break-ins. Criminal dam¬ 
age has also reduced by 
13 per cent, with 491 
fewer offences. 

Violent crime went 
down by 6 per cent, 214 


fewer victims, while 
there was a small reduc¬ 
tion in robberies, with 
one fewer offence. 

The figures show a 
rise in drug trafficking of 
34 per cent, which comes 
on the back of a number 
of operations resulting in 
Class A drug seizures, 
including Operation 
Hutton in Bridgend. 

Divisional commander 
Chief Superintendent 
Liane James said: “This 
is very good news for the 
people of Bridgend and 
the Vale to see that once 
again crime has fallen. 

“With significant 
drops in both violent 
crime and burglary, the 
figures demonstrate the 
hard work and dedication 
of all our staff, and also 
our partners both in the 


public and voluntary sec¬ 
tor, and not forgetting the 
general public at large, 
who have played a vital 
role in providing us with 
invaluable information to 
bring perpetrators to jus¬ 
tice. 

“Unfortunately, many 
crimes are opportunist 
and the public can help 
us further by ensuring 
they keep their homes 
and cars secure, and their 
property safe to avoid 
becoming a victim of 
crime.” 

Chief Supt James 
added: “Anti-social 

behaviour, together with 
tackling the issues sur¬ 
rounding drugs and alco¬ 
hol, will remain very 
high on our operational 
agenda in the months 
ahead. 

“The massive chal¬ 
lenge for us is to main¬ 
tain this performance, but 
also to reassure the resi¬ 
dents of Bridgend and 
the Vale that they are liv¬ 
ing in safe communities. 

“By working together, 
we can target those indi¬ 
viduals who commit 
crime and bring misery 
to our communities.”

THAT was a question that puzzled me 
during my family holiday to the Peak 
District. 

Our ‘home’ for two weeks was a compact four- 
berth Peugeot Nuevo II Auto-Sleeper conversion, 
based on a short-wheel base Peugeot Boxer van. 

“A camper van is a panel van conversion,” 
explained Julie Russell from Marquis Motorhomes, 
wMch supplied the vehicle. 

“We take a standard automotive manufacturer’s 
van (which may or may not have side windows) and 
fit a bespoke camping interior. 

She added: “A motorhome is built on a chassis 
cab, which is where we just purchase the cab and 
build our own sides, back and roof and fit it to the 
chassis cab. 

“This creates more room as the coach-built body 
is usually wider than the cab and the straight walls 
allow a wider range of interior layouts.” 

Inside were sumptuous yet hardwearing Belgian 
fabrics, carpets and a wood finish reminiscent of 
expensive yachts and planes. The space was easily 
transformed depending on requirements. 

For instance, there could be four seats for daytime 
travelling, including the clever swivel captain-style 
driver and front passenger seats. 

Two tables could be added for dining, which when 
not in use were stored in the wardrobe. The rear seats 
converted into a double bed, while there was a cap¬ 
tain’s bunk above the cabin, which doubled up as 
useful storage space during the day. 

Most families should cope well with the airline- 
style overhead storage and the reasonably-sized 
wardrobe. 

At the far back of the vehicle, the kitchen includ¬ 
ed a gas cooker, sink and a sizeable rear window, the 
latter making washing up more bearable. The fridge 
could be powered by battery or gas. 

Probably the cleverest use of space was in the 
shower room, where the toilet turned for the opti¬ 
mum seating position, while the sink swivelled to 
create a wall for the shower. 

Equipped with its efficient 2.2-litre, 130bhp diesel 
engine, six-speed gearbox and cruise control, the 
Peugeot returned around 30mpg and covered more 
than 550 miles on a single tank, which is pretty good 
going considering it’s 9ft lOins tall and 7ft Tins 
wide, and was heavily laden with too much luggage. 

That extra height and width over a normal vehicle 
requires careful manoeuvring. Driving close to the 
centre white line helps ensure that the sides don’t get 
scratched by hedges and overhanging branches - we

didn’t travel over 60mph for the duration of the test. 

There was a commanding driving position, on a 
par with small trucks, it was certainly much higher 
than typical 4x4s. 

When driving a motorhome, you automatically 
join a club - other friendly motorhome drivers wave 
to you as you pass. 

When stationary, my baby daughter Harriett par¬ 
ticularly liked to sit in the front on my lap and try her 
hand at steering and gear changes. 

A neat touch was the fact that the handbrake was 
at the right of the driver’s seat, rather than in the cen¬ 
tre, as is usually the way. 

This freed up more space to create a clear walk¬ 
way throughout, making it quicker and easier to get 
to Harriett when she needed attention. 

The cabin included electric windows and air con¬ 
ditioning. 

The great thing about a motorhome is that, as that 
well-known Marvin Gaye song goes, ‘Wherever I 
lay my hat is my home’. 

Rather than being tied to campsites, it’s possible 
to ‘wild camp’ wherever you like - within reason. 

Therefore, many road-sides became possible sites 
to park up. The advantages for us far outweighed the 
disadvantages, which were minimal: no mains elec¬ 
tricity or water. 

So, although the microwave and plug sockets did¬ 
n’t work, we could still enjoy hot food, hot showers 
and watch the TV! The 12v leisure battery lasted up 
to three days, too. 

During our two-week break we were aiming for 
Scotland, but avoiding the motorway in preference 
of more scenic routes and only averaging around 30 
miles a day, meant that we had to revise our plans. 

From Hampshire, we made our way to pictur¬ 


esque Woodstock, Buxton, Castleton and Matlock 
Bath, only to begrudgingly have to return down 
south. 

The 102-litre fresh water tank lasted between two 
and three days, as did the 78-litre waste water tank. 

Probably the least pleasant job of all was empty¬ 
ing the Thetford chemical toilet, but it was quick and 
easy and throughout our journey we were able to fill 
up with fresh water and dispose of waste at a combi¬ 
nation of campsites and petrol stations, for free. 

The first night on the outskirts of Oxford was dis¬ 
astrous, because Harriett was not going to sleep in 
her Moses basket or travel cot. 

On the second night, however, she slept in the 
captain’s bunk with its safety rail and curtain. Both 
my wife and she had their best night’s sleep in seven 
months! From that day on we really began to relax 
and enjoy our break. 

It’s not often that you can say a vehicle created a 
truly memorable family holiday. 

New price: £47,600; Used price: £35,000 (2008 
onwards). 

However, Auto-Sleepers has produced other 
Peugeot conversions and some are available for 
under £20,000. Auto-Sleepers’ relationship with 
Peugeot is a long-standing one. Some of their first- 
ever models were based on the Commer chassis - 
now part of the Peugeot group.
